to stained glass that trend- 
minded fabric firms are turn- 
ing out stained-glass prints, 
authentically colored and pat- 
terned to resemble the finest 
of the old-time designs. Cre- 
ative homemakers have dis- 
covered that these luminous 
prints are wonderfully effect- 
ive in modern rooms and are 
putting the new printed fab- 
rics to all sorts of imaginative 
uses. 


Here, for instance, a sawed- 


off umbrella is covered with 
a stained-glass print to create 
the effect of a Tiffany shade, 
complete with fringed edge 
and matching round cloth.

There are m a n y ways to 


make a round tablecloth, but 
the easiest way is to make a 
square one first and then 
trim it to the correct shape. 
Measure from the floor up 
across the center of the table 
and down the other side. This 
will be the measurement for 
your square fabric. 
For a 


small table, such as this one, 
approximately 
30 i n c h e s 


across and 26 inches high, 
your measurement will come 
to 82 inches or about seven 
feet of goods. By using a com- 
plete width for a center strip 
and splitting a second length, 
sew a seven-loot square of fab- 
ric by joining the t h r e e 
lengths. 


Now find the center of your 


square. Thumbtack a string 
to the center and tie chalk at 
the end of the string, flake a 
circular sweep of the square. 
Cut out the circle you have 
drawn. 
Press 
seams, 
add 


fringe, and you have a perfect 
circular cloth. There's no need 
to hem the cloth, because a 
hem is likely to pucker. A 
fringed 
trim is easier and 


prettier.

Coach Tom Landry of the

Green Bay and hope to win. 


Both coaches were right Sun- 


day as Green Bay won its 
fourth NFL title in six years by 
beating Dallas 34-27. 


The Rickers now meet Kan- 


sas City, the American Football 
League champion, in the Super 
Bowl at Los Angeles Jan. 15. 


Bart Starr certainly was hot 


as he passed for four touch- 
downs. Meredith was only luke- 
warm. He passed for only one. 


And Dallas made two errors 


that lost it the ball game—or at 
least a sudden death chance at 
it. 


Mel Renfro fumbled a kickoff 


that handed Green Bay a touch- 
down. The other Dallas error 
came when a motion penalty set 
the Cowboys back to the Green 
Bay six with a minute and a 
half to go and the Cowboys on 
the Kicker one-yard line. 


Green Bay made some mis- 


takes, too, but Landry had said 
nothing about that since the 
Packers are known as a team 
that usually covers up its mis- 
cues 
with some good plays 


later. 


An instance of this came when 


Packer 
defensive back Tom 


Brown committed pass interfer- 
ence to give Dallas the ball on 
the Green Bay two. It was this 
same Brown, who intercepted 
Meredith's pass in the end zone 
to end Dallas' last hope with 
only 28 seconds left on the clock. 


Had Dallas scored and kicked 


the extra point, the game would 
have gone into a sudden death 
playoff. 


Landry said he thought Dal- 


las would Jiave won the game 
in that e^ent "since it had 
momentum riding with it." 


But the observation about er- 


rors would still stand — Dallas 
probably wouldn't have won the 
playoff had it made a mistake. 


It was a great football game 


and it kept a packed Cotton 
Bowl (with 75,504 fans) still 
packed at the finish while the 
nation outside of Dallas enjoyed 
it on television (CBS). 


Dallas actually lost it in the 


first four minutes when Green 
Bay took the opening kickoff 
back 76 yards in eight plays for 
a touchdown on Starr's 17-yard 
toss to Pitts, and when, on the 
ensuing kickoff Mel Renfro, hit 
hard by Brown, fumbled and 
Jim Grabowski, rookie back, 
back, picked it up and scatted 
18 yards to a score. 


Dallas managed to tie it at 


14-14 in the first period but nev- 
er did take the lead. Green Bay 
added another touchdown in the 
second quarter on a 51-yard 
bomb from Starr to Carroll 
Dale. Dallas could get only Dan- 
ny Villanueva's 11-yard field 
goal, and the Packers led 21-17 
at the half. 


Dallas pulled within a point 


on Villanueva's 32-yard field 
goal but Green Bay led 28-20 
going into the fourth period. 


It seemed wrapped up for the 


steady Packers when Max Mc- 
Gee took a 28-yard shot from 
Starr for another touchdown. 
Bob Lilly blocked Don Chand- 
ler's try for point but it didn't

Bay holding a 34-20 lead. 


However, the Cowboys gath- 


ered themselves for a feverish 
finish. Renfro returned the kick- 
off 26 yards to the Dallas 29. 
Meredith finally loosed a bomb 
to Frank Clarke that gained 68 
yards and a touchdown and sud- 
denly Dallas was back in the 
game. 


Another mistake by Green 


Bay—a puny 16-yard punt by 
Chandler— set Dallas up on the 
Green Bay 47 and the Cowboys 
were ready to ride. They did— 
right down to the Green Bay 
one-yard line. 


Then came the penalty that 


set the Cowboys back so that a 
four-yard pass to Pettis Norman 
still left two yards to go. Brown 
made his interception, and time 
ran out for Dallas in its first 
great bid for a championship in 
seven years of trying.

When you work for a news-

Such 
was the case when Peter Capstick 
called me at me hotel in New 
York several months ago. 


"Can you go to Nicaragua this 


Monday?" He asked, just like it 
was around the corner. 


Now, 
I had never been 
to 


this country, even though I have 
been above and below it in South 
and Central America. The idea 
interested me. Pete explained. 


"I want you to take an advance 


look at the region there and then 
decide whether you want to go 
down there to see the fishing later 
on next year. Lanlca Airlines is 
sending through their inaugural 
jet flight next week, and I'd like 
to have you join the press corps 
that is going down with it." 


The rest of the week was hectic 
. . . my bag was stolen, this 
containing my passport and health 
papers, so I had to re-outfit my- 
self in summer-weight clothes 
and rush about getting vaccinated. 
Amazingly, everything came out 
all right, and I showed up at the 
appointed time to make the flight. 


The flight down was fun, as 


it was expected to be. The boys 
in the press group were new to 
me with the exception of Doug 
Kennedy, TRUE magazine's en- 
ergetic editor. By the time we 
completed the four hour-plus hop, 
we all knew each other and the 
atmosphere was festive. 


Nicaragua is a lovely land, all 


mountains, jungle, plains and fer- 
tile regions. 
Two major lakes, 


Nicaragua and Managua, lie a- 
long the coast, providing ample 
irrigation for the rich farmland 
surrounding. 


As we swept in over the north- 


ern shore of Lake Managua, I 
could see the capital city lying 
ahead, brown tile roofs sparkling 
in the sun. We flew low over the 
town in two passes with the big 
jet to give the inhabitants their 
first look at their new airplane. 
Then we dipped down and landed 
at the airport. 


After the welcoming speeches 


were over (and they took for- 
ever in temperatures hovering 
right around 100 degrees), Doug 
and I headed for the Grand Hotel 
where we gratefully settled into 
air-conditioned rooms. After a 
blissful siesta, we attended a 
patty hosted by General Somoze, 
candidate for the presidency of 
the country. The General, art- 
iculate and bilingual (Class of 
1946 at West Point) began to 
tell us about his plans for the 
country. 


I brought up his obvious aims 


at a boost in tourism and pointed 
out that the room situation in 
Managua (two major hotels and 
not 
enough rooms) had to be 


rectified before they really could 
establish a booming tourist in- 
dustry. He told us of plans for 
two additional large hotels and 
an updating of the proposed plan 
to put more hotels into the cap- 
ital. 


Imagine, if you will, a country 


that abounds with game of all 
kinds and no one hunts! No game 
laws, no seasons, no nothing . . . 
hunting as a sport just does not 
exist. Not that they are against 
it. It is just that there is no in- 
terest in hunting whatsoever. 
Talk about a bonanze! The jungle 
abounds with everything you find 
elsewhere . . . jaguar, turkey, 
javelina and all manner of game 
birds. The opening up of this re- 
gion to hunting would be the first 
real frontier we have encountered 


in the past 50 years. 


The fishing off shore and in- 


land in Nicaragua is equally 
amazing. Here exists a species 
of shark that lives in freshwater 
exclusively. His reputation for 
vicious habits is equal to any of 
his salt water cousins. 
To 


swim in any of the fresh waters 
these huge creatures inhabit is 
to court disaster. Annually, a 
score or more Nicaraguans lose 
their lives to these predators. 


Glamor fish of the region is 


the tarpon. When Peter Capstick 
first mentioned going 
to Ni- 


caragua to me, he coupled it with 
the statement that I could hood 
as many as 60 tarpon a day with- 
out any difficulty, Under the most 
optimum conditions, 10 tarpon re- 
presents a banner day of tarpon 
fishing ... 60 seems completely 
unreal. But Pete knows where of 
he speaks. He has pioneered this 
region and put in a camp where 
I intend to go later this year. 
There, on a jungle river that flows 
right past the front door, he tells 
me that I can fight tarpon from 
60 to 150 pounds all day or as 
long as my arm and tackle holds 
up. 


If hunting does open up 
in 


this lovely land, the government 
will control it. They feel ( and 
rightly) that the traveling sports- 
man wants a fair set of reg- 
ulations. Adherence to the tenets 
of the Migratory Bird Treaty 
would be an excellent start as the 
waterfowl shooting there pro- 
,-rnised: to I be unbelievable good. 
Fair limits, fair licensing costs, 
good accommodations . . . all 
of 
these would add up to a 


cornucopia of value to the travel- 
ing sportsman. 


What Nicaragua has to offer is 


so wide, so broad in scope, that 
it is hard to pinpoint any one thing 
to hang your hat on. All I can see 
is plenty beyond your fondesl 
dreams . . . a bonanza waiting 
to be tapped. I'll report further 
on this at a later date. Right 
now, I want to see it first

strictly an action expert. Al- 
most anyone would pass his 
hand when vulnerable against 
nonvulnerable opponents but 
not this man. He elected to 
open the bidding with three 
spades. 


West gave a conservative 


raise to four spades even 
though he was accustomed to 
his partner's habit of making 
really bad preemptive bids. 


North and East passed and, 


after 
considerable thought, 


South decided to save at five 
diamonds. West closed the 
b i d d i n g with a double. 
Dummy came d o w n like a 
Christmas tree but South still 
had to lose two hearts and a 
club and was down one trick. 


East and West would have 


had no trouble racking up a 
spade slam and East was very 
annoyed. He wanted to know 
why his partner could not 
have made a trifle stronger 
move than just raising to four 
spades. He pointed out that 
they treated any new suit 
response below game as a one 
round force and that West 
might have taken a wild 
chance and bid four clubs. 


Then East suggested that 


West might have passed the 
five diamond bid around to 
him w h e r e u p o n he, East, 
would 
have gone to five 


spades. 


We agree with East except 


for one thing. A man who

iber rifle shots at his grand- 
mother, Victoria Ozio, 77, and at 
Bobby Mayberry, 35, of Fore- 
man, Ark., a divorcee who is 
engaged to his father. 


The father, John A. Ozio, 39, 


sleeping on a pallet; was shot 
several times in the head. A 
hunting arrow was plunged deep 
Into his chest. 


Craig Mayberry, 16, a friend 


of the Ozio boy, sobbed: "I tried 
to stop him...I tried to stop 
him." 


Mayberry was stabbed in the 


back 
with a 10-inch butcher 


knife, and was hospitalized in 
critical condition. 


Debt Mayberry, Craig's 14- 


year-old sister, awoke to her 


mother's screams. She said she 
saw "Ronnie killing everyone. 
At first I thought it was a joke 
but then I knew they were real- 
ly dying." Debi was not hurt. 


Ronnie, a 5-foot, 90-pound high 


school sophomore, then hid in a 
nearby lumber yard in early 
morning cold and mist. 


Presently he knocked on a 


neighbor's door in the apart- 
ment complex and said, "Would 
you please help me? Please call 
the police." 


Police would not comment on 


a motive. 


Ozio and Mrs. Mayberry had 


planned to be married before 
Christmas, but called off wed- 
ding plans for the time being. 
Ronnie was a guest of the May- 
berry family at their Foreman, 
Ark., home during the Christ- 
mas holidays. 


Neighbors described Ronnie 


as a quiet, studious youth, a lon- 
er and an avid hunter. Relatives 
said he showed affection toward 
all of the victims. 


In the court, late Sunday he 


was reunited with his mother, 
Freta 
Laura Ozio, a school- 


teacher at nearby Groves, Tex. 


"How are the people? he asked, 


He showed no emotion when he 
was told three were dead.

ST. LUCIA, W.I.— (NBA)— 


Somehow, on this British is- 
land that is both awesome and 
sublime in its almost prime- 
val beauty, you don't expect 
to see a poster advertising 
"Cleopatra."

"But if you are one," he 


says, "you are and there it is.

The stapler has grown up in 


recent years—from an office 
accessory to a versatile shop 
tool. The staple gun or tacker 
is designed for quick and easy 
one-hand tacking, can be used 
to fasten a variety of mate- 
rials. 


With a staple gun you can 


drive staples as fast as you 
can squeeze the handle. Fas- 
tening screening to a frame or 
tacking upholstery you can 
cut the time down to nothing 
compared with the tack and 
hammer method. 


Staple guns come in a vari- 


ety of sizes and prices. The 
simple office stapler used for 
fastening together papers will 
double as a staple gun for 
light duty work. Most models 
open so that the staple can be 
driven through light mate- 
rial, for such jobs as fastening 
down shelf paper. But for 


-heavy duty jobs these haven't 
enough driving power. 


Office staplers are operated 


by pressing on the top of the 
stapler with the palm of the 
hand. You must provide the 
power. The heavier gun is op- 
erated differently, but with no 
more difficulty. The handle is 
squeezed between palm and 
fingers and this triggers a 
powerful spring. This in turn 
activates a thin-blade plunger 
that drives the staple into the 
surface of the material. 


Leaning Helps 


Keep the base of the gun 


flush against the material's 
surface. Add the weight of 
your body to the action of the 
gun by leaning in as you 
squeeze the handle. If the gun 
has a tendency to jump, use 
your other hand to steady the 
gun. 


Staples come in a variety of 


sizes, the most common being 
one - q u a r t e r - inch, five-six- 
teenths-inch, 
three-eighths- 


inch, one-half-inch and nine- 
sixteenths-inch. Buy a gun 
that will handle all of them 
interchangeably and you will 
have a truly versatile tool. 


Use the right staple for 


each job. Change staples go- 
ing from one job to another. 
The smallest is for light duty, 
fastening paper and light fab- 
rics. Move up a little higher 
(three-eighths) for screening 
and go to the one-half-inch 
size for thin molding. These 
medium-length staples also 
are good for carpeting, heavy 
upholstery and weatherstrip- 
ping. 


The largest size is for spe- 


cial jobs, such a.> putting up 
ceiling tiles. For such a job as 


hammer and nails overhead., 
Roll insulation is another ma- 
terial that can be installed 
quickly with a gun. 


The staple hammer is a 


staple gun for heavy duty use 
and handles like a hammer as 
it drives the staple on making 
contact 
with 
the 
surface. 


Where great holding power is 
required, 
use 
rosin-coated 


staples. 


Treat a staple gun as you 


would any other tool. Store it 
properly and keep it from 
rusting. 


Never fire a staple into the 


air, 
only against a surface. 


Aside from the obvious dan- 
ger to bystanders, the practice 
will harm the tool when the 
plunger does not meet resist- 
ance.

salesman will invariably whis- 
per encouraging nothings to 
the dubious client as he tries 
on a jacket which may or may 
not fit. They call it "caveat 
emptor." 


But nail a clothier down, 


as the Fastener Research Bu- 
reau of Scovill Manufacturing 
Co. did recently, and he's apt 
to be patiently truthful and 
concerned with his customers. 


He will admit, for example, 


that even in these fashion- 
conscious days "most m e n 
who buy our clothes are not 
motivated by fashion." That's 
from Douglas Murtaugh of 
New York's F. H. Tripler & 
Co., 
an elegant, traditional 


haberdashery. 


"It's only prodding by their 


wives which results in men 
going out and Duying a new 
suit," he adds. "And as for 
color preference, 90 per cent 
of the men want grays and 
blues for regular wear." 


The Tripler-dressed man is, 


however, conservative a n d 
not particularly interested in 
playing the peacock.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


start of the new Congress will 
once again 
find 
the Senate 


caught up in a tussle over its 
antifilibuster rule. 


As usual, the battle will stir 


up a lot of parliamentary dust 
likely to obscure what both 
sides regard 
as fundamental 


issues. It also may put Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
— the Senate's presiding officer 
— on a politically sticky spot. 


The dispute is over Senate 


Rule 22 under which a two- 
thirds majority of senators vot- 
ing is required to cut off debate. 
Once the rule is put into effect, 
each senator's speaking time is 
limited to one hour. 


In its present form this clot- 


ure (debate-closing) rule was 
adopted in 1959. It was largely 
the handiwork of Lyndon B. 
Johnson, 
then 
the 
Senate's 


Democratic leader, and repre- 
sented a slight modification of 
an earlier rule requiring a two- 
thirds majority of the Senate 
membership to shut off a fili- 
buster. 


With the beginning of each 


new Congress since then, a bi- 
partisan group of liberals has 
led a fight for a change that 
would permit cloture to be im- 
posed by three-fifths or a ma- 
jority of the Senate. 


For years they have argued 


that the two-thirds rule blocked 
the passage of meaningful civil 
rights legislation, 
forced the 


watering-down of other contro- 
versial measures and encour- 
aged paralyzing filibusters. 


Southern 
senators 
led by 


Democratic Sen. Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia have been in 
the forefront of those opposing 
any further limitation on free- 
dom of debate. For this reason 
the issue has taken on a civil 
rights coloration. 


But Russell and other sena- 


tors from outside the South have 
contended what is at stake is 
whether the Senate will be sub- 
jected to "{jag rule." 


Much of the steam was taken 


out of the fight for a change in 
Rule 22 two years ago by the 
passage in 1964 of the most 
comprehensive civil rights bill 
in the nation's history. A South- 
ern filibuster against the meas- 
ure was cut off by a 71-29 vote. 


The argument that the two- 


thirds rule blocked enactment of 
meaningful civil rights meas- 
ures was further weakened with 
the passage of the 1965 voting 
rights bill after a Dixie filibust- 
er was halted by a 70-30 vote. 


These were the first two in- 


stances in which Rule 22 had 
been 
successfully 
invoked 


against civil rights measures, 
but it was a different story this 
year 
on the 
administration's 


open housing bill. 


After the House passed the 


bill, the Senate killed it by twice 
refusing to put its antifilibuster 
rule into effect. The first vote 
was 
54 for cloture and 42 


against; the second, 52 for and 
41 against. 


This has fueled fresh demands 


for a change in the two-thirds 
rule, along with the inability at 
the last session to break a fili- 
buster against a bill to repeal a 
section of the Taft- Hartley Act 
which permits states to ban the 
union shop. 


Proponents of a change con- 


tend that at the start of a Con- 
gress a change in rules can be 
made by majority vote without 
having to muster a two-thirds 
majority to halt a filibuster. 
Opponents maintain the rules 
carry over. 


In the new Congress conven- 


ing Jan. 10 the issue may be put

They 
would visit their neighbors on 
Tinicum Island on the Delaware 
River, ringing bells and pound- 
ing pots to scare away the de- 
vils. 


British variations were added 


in the 1700s. Parties of men - 
either faces powdered, sooted 
and painted — would march 
door to door. 


The Gaelic touch came in the 


1800s when the Irish immigrants 
ranged from South Philadelphia 
to Independence Hall with any 
device that would make noise. 


And later in that century, the 


Italians added their own special 
flavor to the Philadelphia cele- 
bration. This was largely in the 
form of music and a knack for 
costuming. And it was accepted 
policy for the parties to burst 
wildly into the streets.
